Hit by Fire 


Huge Building 
Is Total Loss 


CHICAGO (A P )—A spectacu ­ 
lar, rapidly spreading fire ear­ 
ly today destroy ed the 
main

ex hibition 
hall 
on Lak e Michigan ju st sou th of 
downtown Chicago. 
Vincent Mathews, 51, a secu r­ 
ity gu ard, who discov ered

blaze was credited with sav ing

smok e and flam es and warning 
them to flee. 
The roof of the three-block -

A 200-foot 
section of the west wall bu ck led 
and collapsed.

E v erett M. Dirk sen, R IH., 
and Richard B. Ru ssell, D-Ga., 
contend that it will tak e a two- 
thirds m ajority to stop them 
from talk ing. 
Bu t Sen. George McGov ern, 
D-S.D., chief sponsor of the pro­ 
posed three-fifths ru le, told a 
reporter he probably will mov e 
W ednesday to cu t off debate by 
m ajority v ote u nder the Consti­ 
tu tion.

v ate arm y against Mao.

Flag 
described 
Liu ’s 
force as the “ arm y of defenders 
of red state pow er” and said it 
was created to protect a handfu l 
of persons practicing “ bou rgeois 
dictatorship.” 
It gav e no details and did not 
say w hether the arm y was mili­ 
tary , param ilitary or ju st politi­ 
cal in natu re. Bu t it claim ed the

“ infinitely

to 
Chairm an Mao, loy al to the peo­ 
ple.” 
The article confirm ed w hat 
has become increasingly appar­ 
ent in the past tw’o week s, that 
Liu ’s men “ in v ary ing degrees 
still hold party , political and 
financial pow’er in the localities 
and u nits in which they are en­ 
trenched.” 
It said they hav e to be rooted 
ou t, one by one, and “ the posi­ 
tions recov ered by the proletari­ 
at (M ao’s su pporters) hav e y et 
to be consolidated, one by one.” 
Mao’s organs also disclosed 
ov er the week end that cou nter­ 
rev olu tionary forces ex ist within

Aldrich, a v ice president and 
director of IBEC, said his or­ 
ganization’s objectiv e “i's to im ­ 
prov e the standard of liv ing of 
the peoples o f the world.** 
The trade ex change plan — 
encom passing the United States, 
Canada and Latin A m erica — 
brings together the enormou s 
inv estm ent sk ills of the Rock e­ 
fellers and the alm ost u niq u e 
relationship the 
Eatons 
hav e 
with the Sov iet bloc. 
Cy ru s S. Eaton Sr., long an 
adv ocate of closer ties between 
the United States and the Sov iet 
Union, has cu ltiv ated some su p­ 
port behind the iron cu rtain by 
his trips to Moscow. Ile has en­ 
tertained Sov iet leaders, inclu d­ 
ing form er P rem ier N ik ita 
S. 
Khru shchev . 
In today ’s New York Tim es, a 
two-page Sov iet adv ertisem ent 
stresses that ideological differ­ 
ences are no barrier to trade, 
and assu res Am erican bu siness­ 
men that Sov iet foreign trade 
organizations “ are also ready to 
strik e u p relations with y ou .” 
The two-page spread, headed 
“ F o r e i g n

ev en had one try to press his 
red arm band on me as a m ark 
of honorary m em bership. 
Their ferv or is pathetic bu t 
self-su staining. Prim ed with the 
thou ghts of Mao Tse-tu ng to 
solv e aU problem s, they see the 
golden classless fu tu re as theirs 
to inherit. Their m ov em ent is a 
pilgrim age bu t the only diety is 
Mao. 
Ou t in the cou ntry side I saw 
m any more colu mns of y ou ths 
m arching to join their com ­ 
rades. 
One grou p of 50, with bedrolls 
on their back s and mostly bare­ 
foot, had been walk ing behind 
their red flag along du sty roads 
for fou r day s. They said it m ay 
be a y ear before they see their 
v illage agam . 
A part fro m their tea cher, no t 


one of them was ov er 13. 
I was told the influ x into Can­ 
ton has bu ilt u p su ddenly du ring 
the last two trou bled week s — 
since Mao and Defense M inister 
Lin Piao said the cu ltu ral rev o­ 
lu tion 
m u st spread to ev ery 
work bench and rice paddy in 
the land. 
Apparently , all m ajor cities 
now hav e a sim ilar flood of 
m archers. 
The 
disru ption 
of 
traffic, 
normal 
work ing 
and 
food su pplies is u nim aginable. 
Older men who m u st k eep 
work ing to feed their fam ilies 
are 
growing 
increasingly 
re ­ 
sentfu l, I was told. So are some 
y ou ng w ork ers who are not stu ­ 
dents and who w ant to get on 
with learning a trade. 
Tile Red G u ards are ev ery ­ 
where in Canton, jam m ed on 


the pav em ent ou tside my hotel, 
milling in continu ou s procession 
along the main streets, accost­ 
ing ev ery one daring them to 
defy Mao’s thou ghts. They toler­ 
ate no opposition. 
And y et it was possible to de­ 
tect that opposition still ex ists in 
Canton. It is u ndergrou nd. It is 
sm all. Bu t it appears to be de­ 
term ined. 
The Chinese official assigned 
to me by the au thorities — a 
wary Mr. Wu — adm itted that 
there had been labor trou bles 
and strik es in Canton, From his 
accou nt they were not coordi­ 
nated or organized. Yet oppo­ 
nents of Mao had been able to 
trigger w ork ers’ u nrest su ffi­ 
ciently to set u p a nu m ber of 
wildcat walk ou ts.

Firemen 
were attempting to save the 
lower level, which contains a 
theatre, restaurants and meet 
lug rooms.

Ouinn said the building was 50 
per cent destroyed.

wing of the $35 million struc­ 
ture was ahlaze within seven 
minutes after the first of a se­ 
ries of small explosions.

Fire officials said the blaze 
broke out in a booth being con-, 
stmcted in the main exhibition 
hall for the national housewares 
exhibit, which was scheduled to 
open later today.

wounded by Viet Cong shrapnel 
Oct. ll. 
The two-stage operation was 
developed by Dr. William W. 
Montgomery of the infirmary 
who termed results of what he 
said was the first such attempt 
“a complete success.’’ 
Dr. Montgomery said general 
use of the procedure is “still in 
the future.” 
He said an estimated 6,000 
Americans have their voice box 
removed each year because of 
cancer. He said perhaps 70 per 
cent of these eventually might 
be candidates for the new sur­ 
gery. 
A patient without a voice box 
must try to learn esophageal 
speech in which air is swal­ 
lowed into the stomach and 
words are formed by “burping” 
into the throat, Dr. Montgomery 
explained. 
The new surgical procedure 
allows the patient to breathe 
into the lungs and back up the 
throat in the normal way, giving 
the voice a good volume and 
pitch control never possible with 


esophageal speech. 
The operation was done in two 
steps. First an opening was 
made at the top of the throat 
and valves formed from the pa­ 
tient’s neck tissue. 
In the second stage, a tube 
was made of tissue to connect 
the opening at the site where 
the larynx was removed to the 
top of the throat where the 
valves were built. 
Dr. Montgomery said a criti­ 
cal factor in success is the 
valves at the top of the throat. 
Ile said it is essential that they 
close perfectly, otherwise fluid 
and food could run down into 
the lungs.

vate army against Mao.

CANTON,

Though one million Red Guards 
throng Canton’s streets and are 
in effective control, there are 
no civil disorders. The opposi­ 
tion to the guards is cover, fur­ 
tive and virtually underground. 
Police are still on duty, most 
of them wearing armbands to 
show they are in the 
Red 
Guards anyway. But traffic in 
the streets of southeast China’s 
biggest city is limited to a hand­ 
ful of trucks, packed buses and 
trolley-buses. 
On my way to Canton I won­ 
dered if I would meet any Red 
Guards. By now I have seen 
thousands 
upon 
thousands, 
shaken hands with hundreds 
wife wanted to be friendly and 


even had one try to press his 
red armband on me as a mark 
of honorary membership. 
Their fervor is pathetic but 
self-sustaining. Primed with the 
thoughts of Mao Tse-tung to 
solve aU problems, they see the 
golden classless future as theirs 
to inherit. Their movement is a 
pilgrimage but the only diety is 
Mao. 
Out in the countryside I saw 
many more columns of youths 
marching to join their com­ 
rades. 
One group of 50, with bedrolls 
on their backs and mostly bare­ 
foot, had been walking behind 
their red flag along dusty roads 
for four days. They said it may 
be a year before they see their 
village again. 
Apart from their teacher, not 


one of them was over 13. 
I was told the influx into Can­ 
ton has built up suddenly during 
the last two troubled weeks —- 
since Mao and Defense Minister 
Lin Piao said the cultural revo­ 
lution must spread to every 
work bench and rice paddy in 
the land. 
Apparently, all major cities 
now have a similar flood of 
marchers. 
The disruption of 
traffic, 
normal working 
and 
food supplies is unimaginable. 
Older men who must keep 
working to feed their families 
are growing increasingly re­ 
sentful, I was told. So are some 
young workers who are not stu­ 
dents and who want to get on 
with learning a trade. 
The Red Guards are every­ 
where in Canton, jammed on 


the pavement outside my hotel, 
milling in continuous procession 
along the main streets, accost­ 
ing everyone daring them to 
defy Mao’s thoughts. They toler­ 
ate no opposition. 
And yet it was possible to de­ 
tect that opposition still exists in 
Canton. It is underground. It is 
small. But it appears to be de­ 
termined. 
The Chinese official assigned 
to me by the authorities — a 
wary Mr. Wu — admitted that 
there had been labor troubles 
and strikes in Canton. From his 
account they were not coordi­ 
nated or organized. Yet oppo­ 
nents of Mao had been able to 
trigger workers’ unrest suffi­ 
ciently to set up a number of 
wildcat walkouts.

— U.S. supersonic jets flew past 
Communist MIGS today to bomb 
an oil depot 14Vi miles from Ha­ 
noi. It was the closest major 
strike to the North Vietnamese 
capital since the controversy 
over civilian casualties arose 
last month. 
A U.S. spokesman said Amer­ 
ican bombers attacked the Ha 
Gia fuel storage area 14Vi miles 
north-northwest of Hanoi. It had 
been attacked before on Dec. 2 
and 5. 
U.S. pilots for a second day 
took advantage of clearing skies 
over North Vietnam after more 
than two months of almost un­ 
broken bad weather. 
In forays Sunday American 
bombers pounded three targets 
15 to 40 miles north and north­ 
west of Hanoi, including tho 
Viet Tri railroad yard. 
The pilots reported light to 
heavy ground fire over some 
target areas Sunday and two 
flights of Air Force jets sighted 
MIG21s, but there were no en­ 
counters. 
Eight American servicemen

Husband W ill Be 
'No. I Adviser' 
Of New Governor 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP)— 
Lurlern Wallace hogan the most! 
exciting day of her life — the 
day she was to become gover­ 
nor of Alabama—with a fervent 
plea today for Divine Guidance. 
The blonde, 40-year-old m oth-1 
cr of four arose before dawn to, 
attend a “prayer breakfast” at 
a hotel. She was accompanied 
by her husband and other mem- j 
hers of the family. 
Then she was ready f o r a 
five-hour inaugural parade pre­ 
ceding the formal swearing-in 
ceremonies scheduled for about 
3:30 p.m. EST. She first led the 
parade and then retired to the 
reviewing stand 
Mrs. Wallace is the first wom­ 
an governor in Alabama’s his­ 
tory and the third in the na-1 
tion. Her election may send her 
husband back on the campaign 
trail as a candidate for presi 
dent. 
With outgoing Gov. George C. 
Wallace at her side, the blonde, 
housewife takes the oath 
in 
midafternoon as the first wom­ 
an governor in Alabama's histo 
rv and third in the nation. 
Wallace, stepping down from 
his $25.000-a-year job to become 
his wife’s “No. I adviser” at $1 
a year, will retain a voice in the 
state government. They prom 
ised the voters in the election 
campaign last year that Wal­ 
lace 
would 
continue 
to help 
make the decisions. 
In the months to come, he is 
almost certain to take an in­ 
creasingly active part in nation­ 
al political affairs as an avowed 
champion of state’s rights. Be­ 
fore the year ends, he is expect­ 
ed to announce that he will run 
for president again in 1968 as he 
did three years ago.

ocratic majority since the New Deal, 
President Johnson could not keep the 
89th Congress from displaying an in­ 
creasingly independent mood in its fi­ 
nal months.

Logical Goos in Story 


There is dynamite in the Look 
Magazine 
version of William 
Manchester’s "The Death of a 
President,” but the explosions 
may be a little delayed in com­ 
ing. 
The first installment in I-ook 
is enormously fascinating, b u t 
the interest derive 
not only 
from the details which Mr. Man­ 
chester has packed in but also 
from the way in which the auth­ 
or has overlooked the 
logical 
gaps in his own narrative. 
Thus Mr. Manchester’s claim 
that Lee Harvey Oswald reach­ 
ed a "breaking point” and went 
mad on the night of November 
21 after a domestic spat doesn't 
accord with anything else 
he 
has told us about Oswald. When 
the author says that Oswald’s 
disappointing confrontation with 
bis wife on November 21 over 
the question of permitting 
him 
the indulgence of buy mg her a 
washing 
machine led to a “ to­ 
tal eclipse of his reason,” the 
implication is that this was a 
matter of the 
cam el’s 
back 
breaking under a straw. But the 
camel had been a wild beast all 
along, for Manchester has just 
finished telling bis readers that 
Oswald had boasted to his wife 
“about bis shot in the dark at 
General Walker.” She knew all 
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about his "6.5 Mannlicher-Car- 
cano carbine and the .38 Smith 
and Wesson revolver.” She also 
"knew that the rifle was con 
cealed in the garage.” Further­ 
more, Oswald, before he went 
out to visit his wife on Novem 
ber 21, "fashioned a brown pa 
per bag” at the Texas Book De 
pository to hide the rifle. 
The only thing a perceptive 
reader can make of this is that 
Oswald was obviously a believ­ 
er in the anarchism of the deed 
before he ever fired at Presi 
dent Kennedy. He had shot at 
General Walker, a Right Wing 
opponent of Communism, before 
t h e r e was any argument with 
his wife over a washing m a ­ 
chine. He had also planned the 
concealment 
of 
his 
weapon 
along the Kennedy motorcade 
route. 
The 
man. 
on 
Man­ 
chester’s own showing, was a 
i killer for reasons not connected 
with momentary frustrations. 
Another strange thing about 
the Manchester book is its com 
plete one sidedness in discussing 
the atmospheric background of 
the assassination. There is a 
great deal in M anchester’s prose 
about the Right Wing flavor of 
the city of Dallas. But Oswald 
was not a citizen of Dallas. He 
had grown up in New Orleans, 
and he had silent a good deal of 
his adult life working for Marx 
ist causes. He had lived in Kus 
sia, and he was a fervent adm ir­ 
er of Fidel Castro. Ile had gone 
to Dallas after a period in which 
he had acted as a secretary of 
New Orleans for the Fair Play 
for Cuba Committee. While still 
in New Orleans he 
had 
ably 
defended tile Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee on a radio program, 
the tapes of which still exist. 
Oswald 
needed 
no prompting 
from Dallas Right Wing commu 
nity feeling to hate J o h n 
F. 
Kennedy, tile man who had op­ 
posed Fidel Castro. 
What Mr. Manchester has to 
tell us about Marina Oswald’s 
own 
past 
is 
interesting. 
But 
when he quotes Ruth Paine, the 
Oswalds’ friend, as saying about 
Marina, “ You go so far with 
her, 
and 
then 
she 
draws 
a 
shade,” he admits that there are 
whole a v e n u e s of conjecture 
that have been left unexplored 
What was behind the "shade” ?

this part of the narrative, need­ 
ed the Kennedy trip as ‘‘a fund 
raising drive.” Well, just what 
was the motive for the trip? 
Lyndon Johnson surely couldn't 
have wanted Kennedy to go to 
Texas, for as an astute Texas 
politico LBJ must have known 
that the enmity between Con­ 
nally 
and 
Yarborough 
would 
show through any attempt to 
portray them in public as bos­ 
om 
friends. 
The 
enmity 
did 
show through — and Texans who 
read Mr. Manchester will

changes have been listed. Look 
magazine went from 35 cents to 
50 cents, as did The Reader’s 
Digest. Time magazine rose to 
50 cents a newsstand copy from 
40 cents. 
In 
most 
cases 
publishers 
blame 
rising 
costs of 
labor, 
paper aud printing. But not al­ 
ways. 
Oue 
publisher 
said 
it 
feared a postal rate increase 
and was increasing revenue as 
a precaution. 
A Ti’me spokesman savs their 
increase 
resulted 
only 
partly 
from costs. Time, he said, firm 
ly believes that its publication 
was underpriced. In 1964 this 
weekly sold for 25 cents a copy. 
It went to 35 cents in March of 
that year and to 40 -en*;-, last 
May. 


This has brought about a defi­ 
nite change in the relative costs 
borne by Time s advertisers aud 
buyers. Most publishers receive 
their greatest income from ads. 
not from circulation. 
Rut. by 
doubling its price to some read

Time has decreased the 
I relative burden to advertisers.

'I he new Lani Bird, replacing 
Lani 
Bird I 
which failed to 
achieve sy nchronous orbit, is 
designed to serve as a new com­ 
munications link between the 
United States and the Far East. 
A spokesman said Comsat will 
begin today IO day s of tests to 
determine the spacecraft’s com­ 
munications capacity . It is ex ­ 
pected to have about 240 cir­ 
cuits. The first, for use between I 
America and Japan, is sched-1 
tiled tentatively to be opened! 
Jan. 26. 
When launched. Lani Bird 
2 
reached an cliptical orbit rang- j 
ing between IOO and 19.911 nau­ 
tical miles above earth. Comsat 
sent the spacecraft 
Saturday I 
into a stationary orbit over the 
Pacific at the international date 
line. 
Because Lani Bird I did not 
reach a sy nchronous orbit, it 
could be used for communica­ 
tions only on a part-time basis. 
Its 35 circuits now will be used 
only during emergencies. 
On April I. the Defense De­ 
partment will claim 30 circuits

Some 13,000 dedicated volun­ 
teers serve the Weather Bureau 
as ‘‘co - operative weather ob­ 
servers” in a nationwide net­ 
work. These unpaid volunteers 
make daily readings of tem per­ 
ature 
and 
precipitation 
and 
some also record wind velocities 
and check river gauges. 
Typical of tile 
devotion of 
these weather observers is a 
Nebraska man 
who 
s w a m 
through flood waters to reach 
a river gauge house. His wife 
stood on the opposite bank, hold 
mg onto the rope around his 
waist. 
These volunteers carry on a 
tradition that links them 
with 
Thomas Jefferson who kept de­ 
tailed records at his Virginia 
estate, Monticello, and com par-: 
od his findings with a friend in 
Williamsburg. Jefferson propos­ 
ed simultaneous weather obser­ 
vations at different stations. 
About 150 years 
ago 
sur­ 
geons 
in 
the 
United 
States 
Army kept weather diaries at 
hospitals and out in the field. 
The present system of voluu 
teens 
was started in 1849 
by 
Joseph Henry, one time secre­ 
tary of the Smithsonian Institu­ 
tion. who organized 150 men to 
make “ meteorological observa­ 
tions for solving the problems” 
of storms. 
From this network of reports 
relay i'd by telegraph, the Smith 
sonian drew up a daily weather 
map. 
The Army Signal Corps took 
over the federal weather activi­ 
ties 
rn 1870 and 
later 
trans- 
terred the 
Smithsonian's 
ob 
servers to the Signal Corps. Ten 
years 
later, 
the 
volunteers 
moved over to the newly creat­
